ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL BOARD OF SOUTH HAMPTON. 


THE CENTRE. 
TEACHER: Miss AppiE M. Lipsey. 


The school has been conducted in Miss Libbey’s customary 
manner and with satisfactory results. The teacher’s ability as 
a singer enables her to give instruction and drill in vocal 
music to the scholars, an advantage upon which they are very 
much to be congratulated. The school passed at the ‘‘last 
day” a very creditable examination, and it was much to be re- 
gretted that no more of the parents and neighbors were there 
to stimulate the children by their presence, as well as to ap- 
preciate the advance made by them in their studies. ‘There 
has been considerable sickness in this school, especially dur- 
ing the third term, necessitating absences in some cases of one 
or two weeks, which of course cannot be without injury to 
the progress of the scholars and to the general appearance of 
the school. 


THE UPPER VILLAGE. 
TEACHER: Miss Fannie B. Eaton. 


Miss Eaton is a most energetic and enthusiastic teacher, and 
this enthusiasm is caught and reflected by the scholars, as 
shown by their quick movements and prompt, distinct 
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replies. We were especially interested in the class in Phys- 
iology, which, by their answers to some general questions, 
showed a good knowledge of the subject. A pleasing feature 
of this school is the habit of memorizing and repeating, in 
concert or singly, maxims, familiar poems, etc. Sickness in 
this school, too, has caused many absences. | 


THE PEAK. 
TEACHER: Miss GrAcE E. PRESCOTT. 


We are pleased to be able to say that this school has 
increased in numbers during the year, eleven names being en- 
rolled on Miss Prescott’s register. The school has also made 
steady advance all the year; the interest in the school is very 
great, even the little ones attending almost constantly in spite 
of bad weather and snow. Some very fine readers are found 
in this school, and there is a marked improvement in the looks 
of the copy-books. We were much pleased with the appear- 
ance of the school, and sorry that a severe storm prevented 
our attendance, at the final examination, for which teacher 
and scholars had made careful preparation. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The new text-books introduced at the beginning of the year 
have proved a complete success, and the town isto be congratu- 
lated on the improvement of all the schools since the use of the 
new books. The new Readers have stimulated the children 
to do their best in that direction. Miss Hyde’s Lessons in 
English, which have taken the place of Swintonis Grammar, 
have enabled the scholars to obtain a practical knowledge of 
English without hardly knowing that they were studying 
grammar. The Physiologies, too, show the immense advantage 
of the concrete method of presenting a subject. The Arith- 
metics are spoken very highly of by the teachers. ‘This year 
new Geographies must be introduced, and the Board could 
wish that the town would also appropriate a small sum for. 
the purchase of wall maps. 
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The Friday afternoon general exercises have been regularly 
held in all the schools. It is especially desirable that the par- 
ents co-operate with the teachers in aiding their children in 
the preparation of their parts in these exercises, and in seeing 
that they are in their places at school on these afternoons. 

The parents and friends are invited to visit the schools fre- 
quently, as personal inspection will tell better than any writ- 
ten report of the excellent progress the scholars are making, 
under the faithful efforts of the teachers, aided by the new and 
improved text-books. 

The Board also wishes to assure the town of the advantage 
it has had for the year in the continuance of the same teachers 
for the past two years. ‘The children have become attached 
to them, and they in turn understand the needs of the schools 
and scholars and how to meet them much better than a stran- 
ger could do.
